The City Council convened In regular session at the regular meetIng place In the Council Room at

the Municipal Building, on Thursday, August 28, igfci, at 10130 A. M, with Mayor Tom Miller presiding.

Boll call shoved the following members present! Oounollmen Alford, Bartholomew, aillls. Mayor Millar,

and Councilman Wolf; absent, NONE.

The minutes of the regular meeting of August 21, 19*11, and of the special meeting of August 22,

19*fl, were read, and upon notion of Councilman Alford, were adopted as read by the following rote;

Ayes, Oounollmon Alford, Bartholomew, Mayor Miller, and Councilman Wolf; nays, none.

A committee from the Junior Chamber of Commerce appeared oofore the Council. Mr. Joe King, Chair-

man, stated that the Junior Chamber of Commerce* at a recent meeting, had voted unanimously to suggest

to the City Council that the proponed baseball field to be built on the Butler tract recently purchased

by the City b« called "Pinch Pie id" in honor of Mr. Billy Dlseh, who has done so much for baseball In

Austin, and In Texas*

The Mayor asked for a vote on this suggestion, and the following vote prevailed; Ayes, Counollmen

Alford, Bartholomew, Ctlllli, Mayor Miller, and Councilman Wolf; nays, none.

A committee from the Senior Chamber of Commerce appeared before the Council. Mr. 3. B. Moody,

Chairman, presented a sketch of the proposed new bathhouse and pa-rtlllon for Barton Springs, drawn by

the firm of Drlsooll and Ctroos, architects, and asked that the Council give their recommendations serloua

consideration In the budget for 19*42, If It Is not possible to do this work during the present year. The

Approximate cost of the bathhouse and pavllllon Is estimated at $70*000. Mr. Moody stated that his

committee would suggest that this work be started at the end of the bathing season so that It would be

ready for the season of 19*12. • The Mayor thanked the committee for their work and their suggestions but

stated that It would be Impossible, to undertake such a project this year due to the lack of funds; how-*

aver,the Council would take It under advisement for future consideration.

Mr. 3, Ferris appeared before the Council and presented petitions asking for the Improvement of

East 6th street, from the point where It crosses the railroad tracks east to the Intersection of East•
1st street, near the Montopolls,Bridge. This matter was referred to the Olty Manager to have an estimate

made of the cost of such Improvement and to see If a plan could be worked out with the County and State

as a part of the street Is In the County and Is considered a project which should be built by the City,

County and State.
